DEATH SUMMONS 



A Gallant Confederate Sol- 
dier at the Age of 
Almost 86 Years. 

The following account of the death of 
Oapt. William Barnett Jon s was sent 
out from Uuion, S. C, where he spent 
his last days: 

"Cs.pl. William Barnett Jones, who 
was for many years a well known citi- 
zan of Richmond. Ky., and who served 
in the war between the Slates with spe- 
cial distinction under Gen. Kirby Smith, 
is dead here, after an illness of several 
months at the home of his son, K. A. 
Jones. Captain Jones came to Union 
to make this his home on Hay 2 of las', 
year, which was his 85th birtday. but it 
was not until about two months ago 
that he was stricken with an illness, 
from the effects of which he has grad- 
ually declined. Captain Jones was a 
man of a gentle, retiring disposition and 
temperate in all his habiu. During the 
war between the States C aptain Jones 
was such a brave and efficient officer 
that after the surrender, Gen. Kirby 
Smith is said to have takea bim in his 
mi and said that he was the best 
officer in his command. Some of his 
war experiences were very thrilling 
On one occasion a woman, the wife ot a 
Federal officer, aaked permission of him 
to pass through the Confederate lines 
that she might see her husband. Cap- 
tain Jones gallantly acted as her escort. 
A day or two after this Captain Jones 
was captured and tried by court-mar- 
tial, which was presided over by Gen- 
eral Houck, the charges against him 
being that he was a spy, guerrilla and 
horse thief. This so aroused Captain 
Jones' ire that he declared it was a lie. 
Judge Houck then announced that he 
would hang bim not only for being a 
spy, but for contempt of court as well. 
By a strange coincidence a member of 
of the court-martial was the husband of 
the woman whom Captain Jones had 
escorted through his lines a few days 
before- This officer objected to the 
death sentence, and it was decided to 
send ' aptain Jones to Camp Chase. The 
charges still hanging over bim, he was 
committed to a dungeon, but on de- 
manding better quarters they were 
given him. In a day or so Judge Breck. 
a famous Kentucky lawyer, happened to 
see Captain Jones, whom he knew very 
well. Judge Breck. on account of his 
intimacy with President Lincoln, was 
enabled to obtain the immediate release 
of Captain Jones. The latter rejoined 
his command at once, but was soon re- 
captured with important documents in 
his possession. However, he escaped 
by making his guards drunk, for al- 
though he did not touch liquor himself, 
he evidently thought that this was an 
instance where 'all is fair in love and 
war.' When only 18 years old Captain 
Jones on his first visit to the South 
slopped over in Union. Nineteen years 
later he married Miss Mary Ruth Allen, 



whoti he saw when she was attending 

suhocl here at the old Female Academy 

taugtt by Mr. and Mrs. Murchison. 
Miss Allen was from Greenville, Tenn . 
but had come to school in this city be 
cause of the stale of affairs in Tennes- 
see on account of the war. He father 
owned much land and numbered among 
his friends here the Gist and Jeler fam- 
ilies, which were very prominent and 
extensive. Of this marriage a number 
of children were born, those living being 
Dr. M. Ernest Jones, of Los Angeles, 
Cal.; Mrs. W. R. Potter wife of the 
Presbyterian minister of Covington, 
Tenn , and W. H . Jr., and R. A. Jones, 
who are in the mercantile and livestock 
business in this city.' He leaves one 
brother, James Jones, who is an exten- 
sive planter of Fairfield county. Cap- 
tain Jones was a brother of the dashing 
Major Joe T. Jones, of Capt. John H. 
Morgan's command. who, with 
Morgan: the Rev. E. O. Guerrant, who 
is widely known as the present head of 
the Soul Winner's movement; the Rev. 
Ben BigstafT, who, in his day, was a eel- 
ebated evangelist, and Governor Mc- 
Creary, the present chief executive of 
of Kentuoky, were captured by the Fed- 
erals and confined in prison at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, with many other prisoners, 
but these four, with two others, whose 
names are not known, by their daring 
managed to escape on November 27 by 
digging through feet of solid masonry 
and only one was recaptured. Captain 
Jones during his life was a farmer and 
stock raiser in Kentncky, though he 
brought his stock in many instances to 
this State to be marketed. He was an 
elder in the Presbyterian church for 
nearly fifty yeara."

The senate waa all stirred up by 
reason of adoption of a rule to exclude 
lobbyists from tbe floor of tbe senate. 
The rule was so drastic that every- 
body was excluded. The way It ap- 
plied was shown by a conversation 
which was had between a senator 
and Flnley Fogg, a member of the 
prison commission. The senator com- 
plained that more ministers had not 
attended the senate session to open 
the proceedings with prayer. Mr. 
said: 

"The reason they don't attend, is 
because your old rules are so strict 
they can not get in." 

When two of the state officials were 
refosed admission to the senate floor 
and the clerk of the house also waa 
denied admission, there waa a storm 
of protest and the senators went to 
work to amend the stringent rule. Dr 
C. F. Crecellus, the Secretary of State, 
was denied admission when be went to 
the senate with commissions of 
ties public, to have the appoint! 
confirmed by the senate. The 
excluding lobbyists from the floor of 
the senate still prevails but the rule 
has been so modified as to permit state 
officials and former members of the 
legislature to enter. 

The adoption of the rules in the 
house was marked by tbe first clash 
of the administration and antl-admims 
tration forces, an outcropping of tbe 
race for the speakership. In this fight 
the speaker was defeated by the man 
who was his opponent. The follow 
era of Harry Schoberth, of Woodford 
county, united with the Republicans 
to beat the rule In the house requiring 
two-thirds of those present voting In 
favor of a change to amend tbe rules 
or suspend the order of business. Mr 
Schoberth opposed the two-thirds 
rule wanting It left so that a majority 
could change the order as between .he 
men classed as strictly administration 
and those known as Insurgents.

Judge Lindsey at the Normal. 

The Eastern State Normal has bad 
Judge Ben B. Lindsey in the annual 
lecture course. Nothing better ever 
ne to Eentucky. More eloquent 
speakers? Tea. More enter aining 
speakers with burning facts of imme- 
diate interest r No! Never did any man 
at any time in the world's history, utter 
more basic facts. On the evening o' 
January 12th, Judge Lindsey spoke for 
two and a half hours.

In Prof. Sharon's cla s in 
Civics, he spoke thirty minutes on the 
deep and subtle forre of bribery.

Education thai will maae men 
aud women honest, truthful, and fearless 
in doing justice between man and man.
